June 18. One ‘Kjtffell y and one Ahehbould were 
hanged, both able men in eftate, their fault I know 
not, That night wee had fome Catcell ftolne by the 
Rcbells, within two miles of us. 

June 20. One Captaine Flogd, a captaine of the 
Fire-locks, was buried this day, which is a great lofle 
unto us, being a valiant man: 

This day the Lords had notice that the Rebells- 
would come ncere us,out aiVYicklov fide, and South 
weftward. 

The fame night 700. foot,and twoTroops ofHorfe 
went that way, under the command of Colonell gib- 
forty and fo burnt all the way as they went 14. miles' 
out-right, and none tooppofe them, about Fourty 
or Fifty Villages and Townes, but all the men run to 
the Mountaines and Woods, and tooketheircattell 
with them5for I beleeve they had notice of out Ar¬ 
mies comming. 

This day fome'came from Dundnlke, that brought’ 
word that Captaine f^aughan ^Governor of the Town y 
had pillaged a prote&ed houfe within two miles of 
the Towne,having notice of fome defigne this man 
had had, to bring the Re bells to take Dundalalk , hce 
being familiar withour Armic, and protefled by Sis 
Hewy Tuchburne but as God would have it, our Army 
miftrufted him,andupon that,Captaine^4«gW went 
as his ufuall courfe was to this mans houfe, but gave 
order to Captake Cadegan, to bring fome forces af¬ 
ter 





ter him 5 fo Vaughan tooke on him nothing, 
but called the mail out, and rid about the fields in 
the meane time,Captaine Cadogane ntred the honfe, 
and found there 300. men,moft of them armed, put 
them all to the fword. and found Letters from Sir 
P bclim O Tieale, to wifti him to flop the Port from 
Tradah to D#Wa/k<r,and wichall writ to him, that he 
would be with him upon Sunday night, with 12003. 
men, to take Dundalke i and found with the man a 
Prote&ion from Sir Pkelim O Vjale , the man they 
have priloned ,and two Priefts more. 

S'U NDAY night they looked for Sir Fhelim O. 
ntale and had prepared themfelves for his comming 
but hee came not that night, likewifc wee had fome 
Cattle ftolne from us by the Rebells, this they doe 
alwaies when our Armies bee abroad thinking that 
will turnethem backe. 

The Parliament doth fet here,theBifhop of Kilfa- 
norab , made a brave fpeech, againftPapifts,andto 
have the Law in force againft them, and they not to 
fit in 'P arliament at all,the Houfe of Commons, drew 
up an Order to that purpofe, all that fate tooke the 
oath of Supremacy and now they are about to make 
an AB ,againft allJefuitesand Priefts,andallPapifts 
to be in force here a# it is in England , that night our 
Army that went out the Day bcforejcame home ve¬ 
ry well,and brought fome Pillage with them about 
100. Cowes, many (heepe,and fome Horfe, burnt 
40 Townes, and Villages alfo. That day a Pro¬ 
clamation was Proclaimedjthat no Souldiers (hould 
PilJagethcm that come to the Market, neither cut 
nor mow grafle or Corne, without a Warrant from 

Juftices 
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proveft Martial! of the City hath a Strait command

Iwe\%. From Knocks, Manroe hath made a- 
nother expedition towards the Newry, but none of 
the Rebells ftaid. But Sir %ffb<rt Stum and Sir tvd- 
ham Stuart hath given Sir Tbelm'sOneale agreat de¬ 
feat* and hath,certain!V killed peer twoThoufand 
hard by ^pJ^which the lolfe onely of 6 or 7 men 
the manner of it was thus .* Sis Phelint Oneale came 
with ten Thoufand Men of purpofe to be revenged 
on Sir Robert Stuart for feverall affronts before that 
time done him,bat before he came to the foruof Fift 
two Englilh Men Prifoners with Sir Pheltmttci- 
pedand advercifed. Sir Robert Stuart of Sir Phelmi 
intention of camming that wav, who marched to 
Rapboe with 3500, Horfe and Foote* and lent 400.

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their retreat,purfued out and charged them and^kil- 
led every man ofthem,and hivioggotcen their Col- 
lours Sir Robert and Sir tvillUm Stuart marched with 
thofeCollours towards Sir Pbelims Army the reft 
of them, which Sir Pheltm at firft thought it had 
beene his owne men, but at length finding ico- 
therwife,Sir Rhelim and his Men ran away, and they 
hadtheminpurfute for nine miles fo it is thought 

they killed more in perfiJlt at that time,then before 
this was done within tendaycs. 
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
